"The  association  suggests  thai  authority  be  given  for 
the  appointment  of  Firsl  Aid  instructors,  with  the  rank  and 
pay  of  a  senior  non-com  tiissioned  officer,  in  each  unit,  for  a 
sufficienl  time  Id  enable  him  to  take  tip  the  work,  so  that 
each  officer,  IST.C.O.,  and  man  would  have  a  general  knowl- 
edge of  First  Aid  to  enable  him  to  be  of  service  in  case  of 
accidenl  or  sudden  illness.  These  [nstructors  could  be  at- 
tached to  the  Divisional  Stall',  and  detailed  to  units  from 
time  to  time,  or  could  be  appointed  directly  to  the  unit  <-..n- 
eerned.  The  Association  will  undertake  to  select  from  its 
trained  First  Aiders  in  each  district,  suitable  men  for  the 
purpose,  and  will  also  supply  a  pamphlet  for  each  student, 
giving  the  instruction  in  detail,  so  that  the  study  could  he 
taken  up  in  private,  and  which  could  also  he  used  as  a  refer- 
ence hook,  as  occasion  required.  All  the  expense  would  con- 
sist of  the  pay  of  the  instructors,  and  the  cost  of  a  special 
issue  of  the  publication  referred  to.

Consequently  all  Red  Cross  work  in  the 
Dominion  lias  been  done  in  the  name  of  the  Canadian  Bed  Cross 
Society,  and  our  own  workers  in  many  instances  constituted  them- 
selves into  Red  Cross  organizations,  where  such  did  not  previously 
exist,  and  sent  their  supplies  to  and  through  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society.  To  the  Canadian  Branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Association  belongs  the  credit  of  organizing  the  Ottawa  and 
Ottawa  Valley  branch  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  possibly 
the  strongest  branch  Organization  in  the  Dominion.  The  province 
of  Prince  Edward  island  was  organized  by  the  President  of  our 
Association,  Hon.  Sir  Louis  11.  Davies,  assisted  by  Mr.  Justice 
Haszard,  President  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  branch  of  this 
Association.  The  scattered  Red  Cross  units  in  Nova,  Scotia  were 
brought  into  one  organization  through  the  timely  visit  of  the  Hon- 
orary Secretary,  Mr.  Cook. 


XCRSHS  FOR  OVERSEAS. 

The  Canadian  Copper  Company  of  Sudbury,  Ontario, 
through  Mr.  A.  D.  Miles,  President,  augmented  their  splendid 
contribution  of  $5,000.00,  made  last  year  to  the  parent  Associa- 
tion, by  presenting  to  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  an  addition- 
al sum  of  $10,000.00.  which  was  to  be  utilized  to  defray  the  expen- 
ses of  20  nurses  for  overseas  service,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
■Canadian  Branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The  Red 
Cross  Society  was  to  be  the  recipient  of  the  money  and  pay  all  ex- 
penses, and  the  Association  was  to  select  the  nurses.  This  arrange- 
anent  worked  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  and  each  Provin- 
cial Council  of  the  Association  was  accorded  the  privilege  of  nom- 
inating a  quota  of  nurses  to  represent  them.  All  applicants  were 
required  to  have  graduated  from  a  hospital  of  at  least  100  beds, 
and  to  have  had  subsequent  training.  The  entire  party,  including 
ten  nurses  nominated  by  the  Canadian  Jial  Cross  Society,  to  com- 
plete the  detachment  of  o<>.  assembled  in  Montreal  on  May  19th, 
and  sailed  on  the  S.S.  Missanabie  on  the  following  morning. 

An  additional  party  of  fifteen  nurses,  was  arranged  for  later 

by  the  Association,  at  tin1  ropiest  of  the  Canadian  Relief  Commit- 
ter, and  sailed  on  the  S.S.  Corsican,  July  21st.  Both  parties  of 
nurses  were  made  up  of  young  women  possessing  the  highest  qual- 
ities of  hospital  training,  and  many  of  them  were  taken  over  by 
the  war  office  on  their  arrival  in  England,  and  transferred  to  va- 
rious spheres  of  activity.  The  remainder  are  doing  duty  in  St. 
John  Ambulance  hospitals  in  England.

A 
start  has  been  made  in  introducing  First  Aid  instruction  in  Prep- 
aratory Academies,  in  the  several  provinces,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
during  the  coming  year  most  of  the  leading  educational  establish- 
ments will  have  adopted  this  s\\u\y  as  a  part  of  their  curriculum. 

ORGANIZATION. 

On  account  of  the  many  other  activities  of  the  Association 
during  the  year,  there  has  not  been  the  amount  of  newr  organiza- 
tion work  accomplished,  which  had  been  desired.  It  is  hoped  that 
during  1916  every  district  in  Canada  can  be  assisted  by  a  visit 
from  the  General  Secretary. 

In  the  Northern  Ontario  Mining  Country  the  heads  of  the 
mining  companies  were  interviewed  as  to  their  co-operation  in 
First  Aid  instruction  in  connection  with  their  enterprises  and  as 
a  result  several  classes  have  been  held,  and  many  of  the  employees 
given  a  knowledge  of  First  Aid.
